of Pope Pius : 


"An 
Italian gentleman, who has known 


Pius IX. for many years, tells me he has al- 
ways been a treacherous, bad man. 
The gen- 


eral opinion docs notfjiuhse him so harshly.— 
He is thought amiable, 6ut vain, ambitious, 
and weak. They say he thought himself des- 
tined to reform the world, imd only learnt too 
late that he did not know how to govern.— 
He now leaves the temporal authority to oth- 
ers, keeps himself as much as possible out of 
the sight of tJia people, and confines himself 
to Ihe exercise of his spiritual jurisdiction, 
and the performance of the higher religious 
ceremonies. He thus may not be the author 
of the persecutions oi' the republicans, but he 
is weak enough to permit them, for he still 
possesses the supreme power, if lie chooses to 
exercise it. It is said that previous to the 
revolution, his popularity was almost bound- 
less. Whenever he appeared in public he 
was surrounded by crowds of people, who ex- 
pressed, and felt, enthusiastic devotion. Now 
the better classes are rarely «een at any 
church ceremonies where the Pope officiates, 
and tho crowd of peasants and foreigners 
watch his movements in silence."
